Second, our DesMoines trolley bus is now in storage in Savage 
after several traumatic attempts at retrieving it from Iowa. 

A&A wrecker finaliy did the job after severai abortive attempts 

at moving it undor it's owm power using the streetcar power 

unit, We did, however, get it 35 miles under it's own traction
